State Board of Equalization 
Will Assess Them. 


SUBURBAN ROAD PROTESTS. 


AN APPEAL WILL BE MADE TO 
SUPREME COURT. 


Attorney Crow Threatened to Bring 
Mandamus Proceedings Against 
the Members of the 
Board. 


Public demand for the taxation of fran- 
chises, voiced by the Post-Dispatch, 
coupled with a threat by Attorney-General] 
Crow to appeal to the Supreme Court fora 
mandamus to compel the board to make the 
assessments, has forced the State Buard of 
Equalization to determine upon an attempt 
to assess the franchises of public and 
quasi-public corporations. 

This decision was. reached Wednesday, 
end immediately brought forth a protest 
from the St. Louis & Suburban Railway of 
St. Louis, whose counse!, ex-Judge Shep- 
ard Barclay, immediately notified the board 
that, his clients would resist the attempt to 
assess their franchises. 

Attorney-General Crow, who will repre- 
sent the State Board in the legal proceed- 
ings that will be resorted to, is confident 
of a victory. He has maintained that the 
present law gave ample ground for the as- 
sessment and taxation of franchises. The 
test will come in the case of the Suburban 
road, and wili be decided with all possible 
dispatch, in order that the proceedings of 
the State Board may Rot be delayed. The 
assessment of the framphises of street rail- 
roads will be made next Monday, and the 
case will go before he Supreme Court 
‘Tuesday or Wednesday, 

It is announced from Jefferson City that 
if the State wins thelesi case the board 
will immediately proce@d to agsess the fran- 
chises of steam railroads and then of tele- 
graph, telephone, ekpress, electric light and 
other public and quasi-public corporations. 

Experts estimate that the franchises of 
the State which have escaped taxation are 
svorth $500,000,600. -_ 

It is not. difficult te see the reason for 
the sudden change of front on this ques- 


as 


tion taken by the State Board of Equali- 


zation. A year ago Attorney-General 
Crow_and the Governor insisted that fran- 
chises-should be taxed, and moved in that 
direction, but were voted down by Secre- 
tary «.§ State Leseur, Auditor Stlebert and 
Treasurer Pitts. Attorney-General Crow, 
after a hard fight, secured the publication 
of hisd¥fesolutions providing for the assess- 
ment of franchises in the journal of the 
State Board of Equalization. Thousands 
of copies of this journal were circulated 
among the farmers and other taxpayers of 
the State. They revealed to them how they 
were being compelled to bear the burden 
of taxation while millions of dollars in cor- 
poration property escaped taxation. 

The result was that when the Legisia- 
ture met, the Post-Dispatch, voicing tne 
demand of the people, asked the passage of 
a bill directing the State Board of Equali- 
zation to assess franchises. Such a law 
would have removed the doubts as to the 
authority of the Board, arising out of the 
present law. 

The House proroptly passed bills of this 
character. The Senate, controlled by the 
lobby, smothered them and juggled with 
them until they died with the end of the 
session. 

But the demand of the people had been 
so strenuous that at least one railroad 
lobbyist weakened and consented to ailow 
the passage of a miid franchise bill. But 
he weakened too iate and the bills were 
defeated. . 

This fight, arousing as it did the interest 
of every unprivileged taxpayer in the State. 
had its effect upon the State Board of 
Equalization. The members of the board 
who had voted against franchise taxation 
two years ago saw that the people were 
determined to win, and that unless the 
board did something, the question would 
become an issue in the next campaign. 

Two member of the board are candidates 
before the next Démocratic State vonven- 
tion. They are Secretary of State Lesuenr, 
who wants renomination, and Treasurer 
Pitts, who wants the Auditorehip. 

The board was, therefore, in no condli- 
tion to make further resistance when At- 
torney-General Crow threatened to insti-

hereby required to perform the same duties 
and are given the same powers in the assessing, 
equalizing and adjusting. the taxes on the prop- 
erty set forth in this section, as the said 
courts and boards of me ge — ag wa have or may 
hereafter be empowered with in the assessing, 
equalizing and adjusting the taxes on railroad 
property; and the railroad property; and the 
resident or other chief officer of any such 
widge, telegraph or express company, or the 
owner of any such toll bridge, {s hereby re- 
quired to render statements of the property of 
such bridge, telegraph or express company in 
like manner as the president or other chief of- 
ficer of railroad companies is now or. may 
hereafter be required to render for the taxation 
of railroad property. 


The Attorney-General and State Auditor 
will prepare records of the board and will 
make up the assessment of the franchises 
and the companies wall be required to fill 
out these records. 

The plan for getting at the assessment 
valuation of these franchises has not yet 
been decided upon by the board, but the 
Attorney-General’s idea is to ascertain the 
whole value of the plant and then deduct 
from that sum the tangible property, The 
board will probably adopt this plan.

DENUNCIATION OF COMBINES, HE 
SAYS, IS CLAP-TRAP. 


Speech on New Lines Delivered at the 
Louisville Banquet at Which 
Bryan Was One of 
the Guests. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 1.—The Young 
Men’s Democratic Club of Louisville ten- 
dered a banquet at the Galt House last 
evening to Judge P. J. Tarvin, at which 
Mr. Bryan, ex-Gov. Altgeld and other dis- 
distinguished men in attendance on the

George Fred Williams, of Massachusetts, 
responded to “The Money of the Constitu- 
tion.’” He said that of late we had been so 
busy defending the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence that we have lost sight of the 
constitution. In fact the constitution seems 
to exist only in the minds of a few law- 
yers and judges. In speaking of the money 
of the constitution he spoke with the great- 
est deference to the judges now living and 
who shall live. The income tax decision of 
the Supreme Court, he said, would as cer- 
tainly be reversed as was the bank tax de- 
cision in the days of Andrew Jackson.

I would send ships 
of war and ships of peace bearing at their 
masthead the stars and stripes and the 
white banner of peage into every part of 
the world and upof every billow of the 
sea. | would é¢end the products of our 
shops and factories, of our mines and farms, 
upon American ships, manned by American 
seamen wherever tnere were people to buy 
and water to float the ships. To do this, 
we must have naval and commercial bases 
abroad, On the other shore of the Pacific, 
500,000,000 of people are emergi from bar- 
barism; civilization will muitip! their 
wants and desires a thousand fold, and 


civilization will su these wants and 
ba Age now floats 
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“A nation like ours cannot live for itself | 


alone nor confine its sphere of influence 
within its territorial boundaries. This re- 
public, planted in the suffering and sacri- 
fices of the fathers and preserved by the 
heroism of their descendants, turned their 
hemisphere from a despotism to land of 
freedom. When the declaration of Ameri- 
can independence rang around the world, 
there was not a free overnment from 
Cape Horn to. the lar Sea, and 
not an American flag from the 
Arctic Circle to the Straits of Ma- 
gellan. But now the flags of free and in- 
dependent eoples float over both conti- 
nents and the isles of the sea. What shall 
be done with all the territory that comes to 
us as the fruits of victory in the Spanish 
war I know not, but I do know that every 
foot of it which can be retained with honor 
and justice and which will be to the ad- 
Vantage and glory of the United States will 
be retained.”’ 

The following is the reference to trusts: 

‘More than 10 years ago the Republican 
party in national convention declared as 
follows: ‘We declare our opposition to all 
combinations of capital, organized in trust 
or otherwiee to control arbitrarily the con- 
dition of trade among our citizens; and 
we recommend to Congress and State Leg- 
islatures in their respective jurisdict:ons 
such legislation «1s will prevent the execu- 
tion of all echemes to oppress the people 
by undue charges on their supplies, or by 
unjust rates for the transportation of the 
sroducts to market. We approve the legis- 
fation of Congress to prevent alike unjust 
burdens and unfasr diecriminations between 
the States.’ This declaration was within @ 
year of the organization of the first trust 
in the United Staces. 

“In the Congress fa.lowing John Sherman, 
then a Senator of the United States, intro- 
duced in the Senate a bill with a title as 
follows: “To declare uniawful, trusis and 
combinations in restraint of trade and pro- 
ductions.’ On the 2th of June, 18, this 
hill became a law With the following title: 
‘An act to protect trade and commerce 
against unlawful restraints and monopolies. 
In many of the States the Republican party 
passed lawe making unlawful these com bi- 
nations and monopolies. Republican offi- 
clals have been industrious and persistent 
in prosecuting violations of these anti- 
trust laws, and under decisions rendered 
in the prosecutions, many of these combi- 
nations have been dissolved. The Supreme 
Court of the United States tribunal far 
above politics or political influences, but a 
majority of whose members are Republi- 
cans, rendered decisions which dissolved 

the Joint Traffic and Tranrmississipp! As- 
sociations, two gigantic railroad combina- 
tions intended to control and fx rail- 
road charges. Other cases are pending 
wherein the anti-trust laws will be en- 
forced.

CONTEST OVER THE RIGHT TO 
USE THEM IN NEW YORK. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 1.—A war between the 
Electric Storage Battery Company, 
which !s owned by the Widener-El- 
kine-Whitney syndicate, and the Gen- 
eral Carriage Company, controlled by 
Richard Croker and Joseph Leiter, 
over the right to use storage  bat- 
teries for propelling automobiles in New 
York and Buffalo, is probable. It will, it is 
understood, take the form of a sult for in- 
junction brought by the Electric Vehicle 
Company, which enjoys from the Electric 
Storage ttery Company the exclusive 
right to use its motors in New York State. 

The Widener-Elkins-Whitney syndicate 
purchased the exclusive right for the Uni- 
ted States to what the French patentee 
calls the “The only practicable storage bat- 
tery thus far discovered.” 

This is known as the “Chioride” battery 
and is patented here as well as in Berees. 
The Electric Storage Battery Compafty 
learned about a year ago that a Boston 
eyndicate had formed a corporation under 
the name of the Howard Storage Battery 
Company to manufacture storage batteries 
under a new process which it Was con- 


ground that all storage batteries thus far 
known to acience are violations of the chlo- 
ricde patents. Two weeks ago the court 
granted the injunction. 

The General Carriage Company has 5se- 
cured a battery which it contends is a dis- 
tinct departure from the type controlled by 
the Whitney syndicate. This motor is made 
by the Parisian Electric Company. Josep 
Leiter appeared in Wall street on 
Monday in the first victoria thus equipped 
by the General Carriage Company. 

By contracts signed in this eclty last Fr'i- 
day the Parisian Electric Company is to at 
once furnish 1000 automobiles to the General 
Carriage Company. It is declared in Wall 
atreetthat the Croker concern has not aPan.- 
doned its Intention to operate passenger ve- 
hicles propelled by compressed alr in_ the 
streets of this city within a year. Wall 
street seems not to regard this intention as 
serious. 

The Widener-Elkina syndicate also has 
gone Into the automoblie manufacture, be- 
sides putting up a hard fight against the 
dene owners of automobile patents. On 

jesday their representative and their 
counsel, A. Parker Smith, took a mafority, 
$210.000 of the $400,000 In stock thus far t«- 
suea tn the Daimler Motor Company, which 
now has a plant in Relaway, l., within 
the city limits.

THE FRANCHISE TAX VICTORY. 


The Post-Dispatch’s demand on behalf of the people for the 
equalization of franchises by the taxing of public and quasi- 
public franchises has borne substantial] fruit. The State Board 
of Equalization, reversing its former position, has decided to 
tax. franchises. 

It is to be hoped that the Board's action is sincere and that 
In the practical epplication of the principle a just share of the 
tax byrdens will be laid upon the franchise property, which 
has hitherto escaped taxation. The test of the Board’s sin- 
cerity will be found in the valuation of the franchises and the 
final results. 

It is announced on authority that the franchise tax will be 
resisted in the courts by the franchise owners. It is difficult 
to see upon what constitutional and legal. grounds profitable 
property, whicn is bought and sold in the market, not specially 
exempt under the law, can be exempted by the courts from 
taxation. The cnly ground seems to be the ground upon which 
the Board of Equalization has acted—the absence of precedent 
and the prevalence of an unjust custom. But the question 
must be left to the courts. 

At any time th Legislature might have removed the present 


ground of litigation and have assured the just taxation of 


franchises by the adoption of a franchise tax law. If the 
Board of Equalization fails of its full duty or the courts decide 
that franchises cannot be tuxed under the present laws, that 
remedy is within the power of the people. They can issue their 
mandate to the Legislature. 

But in the decision of the Board a great victory for the 
people has been won. It is the first step towards the rectifica- 
tion of a gross injustice. It is a recognition of the justice of 
the principle of franchise taxation. It is a fresh proof of the 
power of public opinion aroused in a just cause and vigorously 
expressed by an independent newspaper.

Civil-Service Reform.—The Civil-Serv- 
ice law was placed on the etatute book by 
the Republican party, which has always

Kinley has so modified the rules that 
it is now possible to appoint “the 
faithful’’ to laborers’ positions without 
examination and then advance them 
to any position, however high, without 
their having to pass a competitive ex- 
arnination. 

The order of the President is an indirect 
nullification of practically the whole cliyil- 
service system. ‘ 


An especial feature of the order is that 
it takes practically the whole of the 
Indian and Alaskan services out of the 
classified lists and turns them over 


as spoils.

Stir till dis- 
solved. When cooled add the beaten yolk 
of an egg and beat all together. Line the 
bottom of a glass dish with a layer of 
apricot preserves.a quarter of an inch thick.

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THE AMERICAN IDEA MEETS FA-

TO AVOID WAR’S HORRORS. 


The Conference Agrees to Prohibit the 
Use of Explosives From 


Balloons. 


THE HAGUE, June 1.—The American 
Mediation scheme waa unanimously adopt- 
ed at yesterday's sitting. It embodied as 
article 7, the scheme prepared by the 
subcommittee, with few alterations. 

The first Commission, by a vote of 18 to 3, 
has adopted a resolution prohibiting the 
use of dumdum (or flattened bullets). Italy, 
Austria and Great Britain formed the mi- 
nority. 7 

It was also resolved to prohibit the use 


of explosives from balloons and explosive 
bullets, . 

Ant agreement was found to be invpossible 
on all the important proposals, and the 
conviction t¢ growing more than ever that 
the work of the first Commission is doomed 
to failure.

GEN. OTIS EXPLAINS THE OUT- 
BREAK AT MANILA. 


INSURGENTS NOT ALLIES. 


Claims That at No Time Was a Hint 
of Recognition Given to 
Aguinaldo. 


WIASH INGTON, Jan. 1.—In his officla) 
report Gen, Otis explains the beginning of 
the war in the Philippines. He tells of 
the janding of Aguinaldo from an American 
vessel] and of the insurgents taking advant- 
age of the active hostilities between the 
United States and Spain 4o capture south- 
ern points and increase their strength. In- 
dependence was deciared by Aguinaldo in 
August, end as early as June he had 
warned the United States authorities 
against the landing of tts military forces 
on Philippine soil wkhout first obtaining 
his consent, because, as he expressed it, 
“the Philippine people might consider the 


occupation of Philippine territory by North 
American troops a violation 0 their 
rights.”’ 

“When the Unitied States forces landed 
from thelr transports near, and to the 
south of Manila, for the purpose of at- 
tacking the city, the fiction that «hey were 
acting ase allies of the insurgents and in 
furtherance of Philippine tndependence ap- 
ears to have been conveyed by insurgent 
eaders.”’ 

Gen. Otis describes Aguinaldo’s efforts to 
strengthen his lines in preparacion for hos- 
tilities with the United States during this 
time, expigins the growth of the in-

many able and conservative Filipinos gave 
adherence to this seemingly de facto gov- 
ernment. Many of these withdrew their 
adherence when the radical elemem. de- 
clared its hostility to the Unitied States. 

Descrtbing briefly the tension that existed 
at the time, Gen. Otis includes in explan- 
@ion of his course some correspondence 
that passed between himself and Agul- 
naldo. Early in January, when Gen. tis 
was asked by conservative Filipinos to ap- 
point a committee of army officers to meet 
an insurgent committee and effect a cofmn- 
promise by which peace might be main 
tained. Gen. Otis refused to recognize as 
insurgent government, but wae willing to 
negotiate with Aguinaldo or a commission 
appointed by him. 

lie correspondence covers the effort of 
Aguinaldo to have Commissioners agree 
upon a plant to prevent the possibility of 
a conflict. 

Gen. Otls says the negotiations between 
the two Commissions reached no conclu- 
sions, as the insurgent members could not 
submit any formulated statement which 
they were able to maintain. They presented 
as the desire of the insurgents absolute in- 
dependence, under the protection of the 
United States, Dut the nature and scope of 
the protection wished for they could not 
explain, and the conference resulted in 
failure . 

In the latter part of January the insur- 
gents became aggressive, interfering with 
the American troops, and finally led Gen. 
Otle to address another letter to Aguineice 
calling attention to the arrest by Filipinos 
of some American soldiers and a newspa- 
per correspondent, and requiring an ex- 
planation. Gen: Otis’ letter added: 

“I am doing every ten possible to pre- 
serve the peace and avoid all friction until 
the Filipino people can be made fully ac- 

uainte with the sentiments and inten- 
tions of the American Government, when 
Iam confident that they will appreciate tNe 
endeavors of the United States, and will 
again look upon that wm oy 4 as their friend 
and protector. I ajso fully 
present unrest Is the result of machinations 
of evil-disposed pestens, ” 

Aguinaldo replied that the men were ar- 
rested inside his lines for Sreach of a de- 
cree forbidding foreigners to approach the 


ape lines. In a vein of sarcasm he | 
added: 


“I must state that, in ‘consideration of 
the friendship of the Philippine people for 
the Americans, t rm have not

“I therefore hope that your determination 
may be another motive on which to base 
our friendly relations with the great Amer- 
ican republic, and in consideration of this 
I also decree the lIfberation of the cor- 
respondent referred to.” 

Gen. Oris’ report explaing that the Amer- 
icans were not outside our lines, and says 
he quotes the correspondent merely to show 
the efforts of the American authorities to 
maintain peace. He next tells how the 
Américan: soldiers were openly insulted and 
how the insurgents had continually labored 
to straighten their lines, threatening to 
drive the Americans out of the island. and 
how, finally, on the night of February 4, 
the demonstration was made, as told by 
Gen. MaaArthur, which resulted in the 
killing by a FUtpino by an Americon sen- 
try and the firing on the Americans by the 
insurgent troops.

Then the 
nmates of the “Castle’’ crept from their 
trenches and cautiously reconnoltered. The 
coast was clear. The moon shone bright 
and the stars twinkled knowingly, but they 
threw no light on the attacking party, who 
in their retreat, skillfully covered their 
tracks. 

Across the street in Ben Horrocks’ place 
the lights were burning brightly. There 
were signs of revelry coming from within. 
But the Sweeneyites did not go across the 
atreet to investigate, for the hatred that 
exists between the vassals of Sweeney and 
the vassals of Horrocks is bitter, deep 
and of long standing.

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MEDICAL SOCIETIES AGHAST. 


An Upheaval Impending Because the 
State Association Has Sent Out 
a Solemn Warning. 


There is every promise that St. Louisans 
will, In the near future, witness the mer- 
riest row in medical circles—far-famed for 
disputes—that has occurred in many years. 
As usual the cause is that terrible, but 
intangible thing, the code of ethics. 

In a word, the Missourl Medical Associa- 
tion has served notice on the St. Louis 
Medical Soctety that it must get rid of all 
members who have violated the ‘code of 
ethics,’’ on pain of losing its standing be- 
fore the State Association. This ultimatum 
has roused the St. Louis Society to action 
and it is preparing to expel all members 
who have in any way violated this ‘‘code of 
ethics.’’ ven 

The latest development of the treuble is 
the resignation of the medical staf¥ of the 
St. Louis Baptist Hospital, of which Dr. 
(. (<. Morris ts superintendent. The staff 
resigned in a body, as was told exclusively 
in Wednesday's Post-Dispatch. It was 
given out that the reason for the resigna- 
tions was the failure of Dr. Morris to cease 
boarding at the hospital the patients of an 
opium cure company. 

The members of the staff allege that 
when the hospital was reorganized, on Jan.
